ANOTHER MAIN BURSTS.

A Portion of the Twentleth Ward Flooded
—A Mistake in Shutting O the Water
Stops the Duquesne Traction Line for
a Time.

The Water Burean is haviog no end of
trouble recently. At 7 o'clock last night
the 3inch main on Ellsworth avenue
barst at the corner of Aiken avenne. Oak-
land and Bellefield and the region about
Ellsworth avenne and Neville sirect are
without water. The break cansed the stop-
page of the Duguesne Traction line. When
the main burst the street was at onee flood-
ed with water, Ellsworth nvenunoe wus cov-

ered from curh to curb  and
the Duguesne tmoks  were washed
out, The water flowed down Elis-
worth  avenne to Summerieigh street

which lies in a ravine, and flooded the latter
street from FEllsworth avenne to the Penn-
svivania Railrond. Cellnrs were filled and
the street was converted into s lake.
As=pon as the break occurrod word was
sent to the Highiand Avenoe Wator Works
to shut the gates, A mistake was made,
however, and the water was shut off from
the Centor avenne mnin_ instead. As
a result there was  considernble delny
in getting the water out off in
the right main, but it was finally done.
In the meantime, shutting off the Center
avenne main had stop the =upply of
water for the Dugouesne Traction Compiny’s
power house at Ben Venue. They had water
enongh to lnst until ¥ o'clock, [nt at that
time the line had to stop. The cars on the
rond when the break occurred wers Te-
turned to the parbouse from Enst Liberty by
way of the Center avenne branch. The line

was smg{md until a late honr,

several feet and the nsphalt pavement had
been washed out for some distance.

Bub-Committees of the Window Glass
Manufacturers and Workers

CONFERRED YESTERDAY ON RATES.

President Gompers, of the Federstion, An-
tagonized This Year.

BAR ROLLS START AT THE VESUVIUS

Sub-committees of the window glass man-
ufacturers snd workers conferred yesterday
on the yearly seale, but arrived st no settle-
ment. Something approximating a dead-
lock has now been reached, and the lighting
of the fires is regarded as remote.

The conference was quite accidental JJ.
F. Hart, of Muncie, Ind., chanced to be iIn
town yesterday, and he, with James A.
Chambers and William Loeffler, having
previously been appointed a sub-committes
on the question, the occasion was regarded
as opportune for & talk with the workers.
An intimation of this desire was conveyed
to the eorresponding sub-commitiee on the
other side, and President Bberhart, Daniel
Winters and H. D. Surarer, who composed
the committee, at once responded. The
conference was held in the office of R. C.
Schmertz & Co., and Iasted until late in the
evening.

NO AGREEMENT EFFFCTED.

There was no agreement effected, but the
relative positions of the parties have un-
dergone s change, At the last conference
the mannfacturers were flrm in asking for
a reduction in wages of 10 per cent; last
night thoy withdrew fromi this position,
The workers, on the other hand, wounld

make no concessions, adhering to their
demands, and insisring on the increased

¥, of nbout B rr cont, demanded for
he gathorers, he manu with-
drew their demand, as one of them re-
marked after the meeting al-
thongh they felt that the u shonld
be made, they were willing to let it go rather
than bring about a strike.

The mannfacturers are determined not to
nt the increases asked for by the men.
liey say they will make no concessions
which will resalt in making the cost nny
higher than it is to-day. It should be the
other way, they say, They say that to enable
the American er to compete with the
foreigner he should be able to nndersell him.
At present coststhe American was just about
able to hold hizown. Makors say that an
advantage in cost aver the foreigner would
mean everything to them, as they could get
nt the sympathy of the trade through their
pockets by underseiling the foreigners.
A LARGE MAJORITY IN LINE.

The snb-committee of the workers went
into the conference instructed and had no
option but toact asit did. Thedetermination
to demand 70 per cent of the blowers' wages
for the gatherers, instead of the 63 per cent,
which ruled last fire, wns arrived at by vote
of the entire trade, and was ca by a
three-fourths mnajority, as bns Deen
alrendy nnnouneed in these  col-
lumns, The gub - committee actod
s the monthpiece of the trade, and could
not nct without instrunctions, Last year they
wore given diseretion. It is diffionit to sny
whnt the wvext step will be. Evenif the
workers were willing to reconslder their
action, no vote could be obtained within n
shorter perind than seven weeks, so that the
position looks muech like a deadlock. There
is seant probability of any being pnt
in by the lst, the usnal time.

The condition of the trade is not very
good. Tho stocks are helid mostly by the

obbers, and they are not mov very fast.

MORE PROOF OFFERED

In Miller's Defense, Because of a
Story Circulated Yesterday.

AN EX-POLICEMAN TELLS A STORY,

But Investigation Shows That He Was Bad-
Iy Mixed on Facts.

THE SPHINX SCORES HIS ENEMIES

“I was attecked to-day by an afternoon
paper, and have been subject to other
attacks through the newspapers Dbeecanse
Tare DISPATCH had the best of my story,"”
said James W, Miller last evening. “Iam
willing that the papers should publish any
facts that they can get against me in con-
nection the Catfish robbery, with which I
had no connection, but I certainly object to
slurs through anonymous interviews with
people who are unknown and cannot be
produced. We offer affidavits, let them do
the same or shut up.

“L defy them to give the name of the man
who was interviewed. Let him come for-
ward, and I dare him to pick me out of &
crowd of a dozen men, let alone one thon.
sand as he says, or to prove that I was in
anyway connected with the Ravenna rob-
bery. Why, I was in the penitentiary at
the time that erime was committed and
Warden Wright could hardly be expected
to give mea vacation to go on such a mis-
sion. Investigate that whole story and you
will find it as flimsy as the Ravenoa robbery
part. It is full of misstatements and incon-
sistencies. My advice to such people is to
be sure of their facts, The man who told

that story was sure of nothing.”
A LONG ANONYNMOUS INTERVIEW,

The story referred to was that on thenight
before the Connors robbery agang com-
posed of Miller, Tony Warden,an Ohlo street
saloon keeper, Charles Ames, Jimmy Robin-
son, a brickisyer now employed by Booth &
Flinn, known as “Bob,” an employe of the
Allegheny eity governmoent, and a present
Iabor leader met in a place on Federal stre
Allegheny, on the night of Muarch 22, 188
Inid Plsna to rob the Pleasant Valley
The “officer"” says he was offerod money to
keep quiet, but refused. He claims he v eng
to headquarters to get assistanco and found
that certnin Allegheny police offlclals were
in on the job, He then went to Chief Murphy,
who assisied him in breaking nup the gang.
The ofMcers on the inside gave It awny, and
the robbers escaped. Bat they were not go-
ing toleta night get away from them and

roceeded togo to Connors' house and rob

fm. The man who tells the story says he
“Ia positive Miller was in the party and is
willing to take osth to the story.”
He declared he could pick Miller out
of & ecrowd of a thousand men, and
snys when Miller or Ames meet him they
orass the stroet,

This §s the gist of an anonymous inter-
view printed yestorday, to show that Miller
is Fni ty of the Catflsh erime. The mau who
tells the story is said _to have beon a police-
man, but when he found that the officers
stood in with the gang he went to the May-
or's Clerk, and, throw bis keys and ba
in his face, demanded hir diseharz.. He
snid to bo at present a speoial oficer for a
corporation.

WARDEN WRIGHT SPOILS TIIE TALE

Fearing that the special officer’s memory
might have failed him in some of the minor
details of the story, it was thoronghly inves-
tigated Inst night. The first man seen on
the matter was Warden Wright, who was
ncked as to the penitentinry record of
Charles Ames, one of the men aald to have
}E‘elnlnthogangol"the night of March 22,

Warden Wright was found in his resi-
dence,nnd kindly volunteered to go to the
office to secnre the information required.
Hissearch through the penitentinry records
revenled the facts that Chnrley Ames wns
located In that institntion from September
17, 1857, to December 19, 1881, havi eon dis-
clinrged Just throe davs before Miller made
His famous escape. Thus it {8 shown that
Charley Ames conld not possibly have beon
in the Federal street saloon on the night of
Mnareh 23, 1891, The anonymous ialker
ngrecs to swear that he wus, notwithstand-
ing the penitentinry record'sfallibility.

hief Murphy, of Allegheny, is mentioned
as the man who st the rohbery of the
Pleasunt Valley offices, hat investigation
proved that while he doubtless would pre-
ventany such scheme nt present, he was
not in a position to do so0 at that time.

THERE WAS THEN N0 CHIEF MURPHY.

Chief Murphy conld not be found in Alle-
gheny last evening, but Detective Steale,
now acting superintendent of police, volun-
tcered the information on the subject,
“Murphy ¢id not enter the police depart-
ment until seven years ago,” said he. “'His
first work wne under Mayor Wyman, during
the Intter's flrst toerm. At the time men-
tioned in the story Chiel Mumh}' WAS Innr-
ket ble and Id hardly huve had
anything to do with breaking up that gang.
1 don’t know mnch about the police business
at that time and never lieard of any such
affuir, If there was anything in it I'would
certainly have heard it as such storles are
often told by the boys,”

Mr. Steale mentioned several names of offi-
cers of that day who are now employved by
corporntions, but none of themn coula be
found ins=t evening to verify the story.

In 1581 Mr. Peterson wns Mayor of Alle-
gheny, and his clerk was Al K, Seandrett,
now Secretary of the Pittsburg Buscball
Company. Last evening he attended the
Dugnesne Thenter with a party of baseball
men, and siiting in a box wes interviewed
nbout the story of a policemun throwing
keys and badge In his fnce. He had not
rend the story, but after being glven a brief
synopsis of it he said:

TWOMENKNOCKED DOWN FORCASH

A Woman Screams for Assistance and the
Thieves Get Away.

CAPTURED AND JAILED BY THE POLICE

Highway robbers broke loose in Pittsburg
vesterday, and, though they ware satisfied to
take chances on small game, they made as
hard a fight as ever did the notorious Jesse
James. Three men attempted to rob Jo-
scph Shanholtz, the denler in second-hand
clothing at 1534 Penn avenne, shortly after:
noon yesterdny, but thongh they knocked’
out two men, Shanholtz’s wifa suceeeded in
stopping the affair simply by the use of lung-
power.

The three men, who were rather shabbily 4
atiired, entered the store and began examin--
ing some of the clothing. They inquired
prices, ete., and seemingly were bent on
purchasing an outfit for each. Suddenly
one of them turned on Shanholtz and de-
manded to know if he had any money. It
was o rather startling query and the dealer
was not in a hurry at answering, but finally
replied that he had not. The three men
were loath to take his word on so important
a matter and the questioner proceeded to
knock Mr. Shanholtz down. He was
pounced upon by all three and fought likea
tiger for his cash. Two of the men held
him while the third proceeded togo through
his pockets.

Before they succeeded in finishing the
task, John Herbert, a tailor employed in
the store, rushed to the rescue of his

employer. He didn’t get there, however, as
he was s by u well-directed biow on
the head, after which bhe sank fully to
sleep and left Shanholtz to Aght his bactle
alone. Thus mmatters looked favorable for
the robbers, until M. Shanholtz appeared
on the scene, and before she could be served
in like manner sereamed loud enough to
